POSSIBLE EXPULSION FROM 


CONSTANTINOPLE. - 

In the House of Commons yesterday. 

Mr. Bonar Law, replying to a number of 
questions ón the subicct of the future of Con- 
stantinople, said that he did not think that it 
was necessary to assure the House that the 
protection of the Armenian and Christian 
people of the Turkish Empire was one of the 
most vital subjects to be decided in the Turkish 
Treaty, and the steps necessary to ensure that 
protection were being considered by the Peace 
Conference. It was not possible to report from 
day to day the progress Of the discussion. In 
consequence, however, of the massacres in 
Armenia, with a view to putting a stop to the 
massacres the British representative in Con- 
Stantinople was authorised to announce that the 
Peace Conference p d to leave the Turks 
in Constantinople, but that unless the massacres 
ceased the decision of the Peace Conference 
would probably be modified, to the detriment of 
Turkey. 

Colonel Murray asked whether steps could not 
b> taken to prevent the leakage of information 
from London, which was constantly occurring. 

Mr. Bonar Law-At the very beginning of the 
Conference that subject was taken up by the 
representatives of the Allied countries. They 
recognised that nathing could be worse than 
that leakage, and we have done our best to pre- 
vent at, 

FATE OF CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Sir Donald Maclean asked how this reply 
could be reconciled with that given to Lord 
Kebert Cecil on Monday, in which the Leader of 
the House stated that the inquiry with regard 
to the fate of Constantinople was about the last 
question he could answer until the whole of tho 
Turkish Treaty was finished. 

Mr. Bonar Law—-I do not think it is very 
difficult to reconcile that. My own view, and, | 
believe, the view of the delegates, was that it 
was very undesirable to make public any part 
of the arrangements. It was very undesirable, 
for instance, for the Turks, who were con- 
cerned, to learn one nart without knowing what 
the whole was.

Lord Parmoor cailed attention to the report of 
Sir William Goode on the economic conditions 
in Central Europe, and asked what steps the 
Government proposed to take to deal with the 
conditions therein described. He urged that in 
order to deel with the situation some drastic 
revision of the Peace Treaties was required. 
America was prepared to take her part in the 
work of relief and reconstruction, on terms 
which he considered to be eminently rational 
and reasonable. Europe must reg - 
this matter as ohe industrial unit. We must 
think internationally, and instead of seeking to 
impose restrictions on trade we must give, trade 
everywhere the opportunity of recovery. No 
temporary relief could ensure an adequate per- 
manent cure for the evils existing. 

Viscount Bryce said that the Peace Confer- 
ence approached the making of peace in the 
German, rather than in the British, spirit. It 
was actuated rather by a spirit of revenge. It 
was a short-sighted policy to ruin Austria alto- 
gcther. 

The Ear! of Crawford reminded the House of 
the Government's announced willingness to con- 
tribute up to the amount of £10,000,000 towards 
European relief, in addition to the 12) millions 
already contributed, subject to the co-operation 
of the Greater Powers. The difficulties of the 
situation were little short of gigantic. Our 
credits must be used in such a way as not only 
to stimulate production, but to secure the un- 
fettered exchange of fundamental commodities 
between the varivas countries in need of assist- 
ance. Our influence would be used to promote 
solidarity so far as possible. Arrangements had 
been made for the shipment of grain and seed 
potatoes from Holland for Austria.

There were two 
notable exceptions to the rule—the Sheet Metal 
Workers’ Association and the Amalgamated 
Society of Engineers. He had hopes, however, 
that the latter society would reconsider their 
decision, and would agree to assist the echeme, 
and, as about half of the men waiting for train- 
ing were asking for work in the engineering 
trades, he hoped that the change would come 
quickly. In the matter of the employment of 
disabled men, sympathetic treatment of them 
had been shown by the great bulk of the trade 
unions, but here again there were lamentable 
exeeptions. There were 400,000 ex-service men 
who were. without work, and yet there were 
great trades without sufficient men to work 
them. There was employment for hundreds of 
thousands more men in the building trades. It 
was no use saying “we want work” if the 
avenues of employment were to be closed to 
workmen. (Cheers.) He was confident that 
there was a chance of a new spirit being 
ereated, and he appealed for a sincere effort to 
help the men who had fought our battles with 
so much courage and endurance. (Cheers.) 

Mr, T. Shaw denied that the ex-service men 
had any grievance agaimst the trade unions.
